The Gulf Stream, which ibn 
around the Gulf of Mexico, passes | 
through the Straits of Florida and 
sweeps northeastward across’ the 
Atlantic Ocean and between Iceland | 
wind Norway, has been traced by one. 
oceanographic expedition as a warn | 
surface current beyond the eighty- | 
first parallel of latitude, which 
2500 miles north of | 
Norway. This expedi- | 
tion sailed as far north as 81 de- 
grees 29 minutes in ice-free waters. | 

Arctic ice conditions are said to 
be exceptional in this particular re- 
gion, and many old landmarks are 
so changed as to be unrecognizable. 
Where formerly great masses of ice 
were found, there are now often ac- 
cumulations of earth and stones. At 
many points where glaciers former- 
ly extended far into the sea about 
the island of Spitzbergen, 2000 miles 
north of Norway, they have entire- 
ly disappeared.

The most plausible explanation ‘s 
that he wished to get the reaction of 
the country during the long congres- 
sional recess. The country’s response 
to the idea probably will determine 
its fate in the next Senate. It seems 
reasonable to believe also, in the 
light of past happenings, that the ad- 
ministration wanted to tag the idea 
vith its own name to keep it from 
being tagged irrevocabl} with the 
name of Senator Borah. Borah re- 
cently let it be known that he would 
“go to the country” with his scheme 
for “outlawing” war which involves 
the setting up of an international 
court, with the Supreme Court of the 
United States as a model. 


Fencing With Borah. 


Now comes the administration and 
takes Borah out of the headlines 
'with its own plan for utilizing a 
‘court already in existence. It is in- 
teresting to note the manner in 
which the administration and Borah 
have fenced with each other. Borah 
urged a naval disarmament confer- 
ence and got an immense lot of pub- 
licity for the proposal. Then along 
came the administration with its call 
to the powers most concerned to 
meet in Washington and discuss na- 
val disarmament. That call, it was 
said, was not inspired by anything 


'that Borah had said or done, but was 


issued in execution of a plan which 
the administration itself conceived 
and had been considering for a long 
time. Moreover, the administration 
added a novelty that was yngt in the 
Borah scheme—a discussion of the 
problems of the Pacific. 

Borah again came Into the lime- 
light with his advocacy of a world 
economic conference, and Secretary 
Hughes countered with the New Ha- 
ven speech suggesting a conference 
not of Governments but of financial 
experts. Now the. administration 
and Borah are at it again with 
stroke and counter-stroke.

POLICEMAN HIDING. 
IN KROGER STORE 
CATCHES ROBBERS 


Two Men Arrested Confess | 
to Having Held Up Be-| 
tween 25 and 30 Stores 


Since Last November. 


“Drop that gun! 

This sharp command was uttered 
at 8:30 a: m. today in a Kroger 
grocery at 4200 Ashland avenue, by 
Patrolman Anthony J. Kloeppe!l, 
stepping from an ambush of: orange 
crates and other boxes as the man- 
ager of the store was being marched 


to the rear at the point of a fre- 
volver by one of two men who were 
holding up the store. 

The policeman'’s sudden appear- 
ance, with revolver in his hand, re- 
sulted in the capture of the two rob- 
bers who — admitted to police 
and newspaper reporters that they 
had robbed 25 or 80 Kroger stores 
since coming to St. Louis in No- 
vember. As was told tm the Post- 
Dispatch Feb. 22 there have been 
more than 190 holdips of Kroger 
stores within the last three and a 
half years. 

As the armed robber obeyed Po- 
liceman Kloeppel’s cofomand, drop- 
ping the revolver to the floor, the 
other robber, nearer the door, start- 
ed to run. 
the bullet passing through the fu- 
gitive’s coat, which caused him to 
surrender. 

Thanked Policeman for Not Shooting 

In their confessions the men sid 
they had made their living by rov- 
bing Kroger stores since coming to 
St. Louis, one adding that he nad 
worn out two pairs of shoes looking 
for the stores, being unacquainted 
with the city. They profusely 
thanked the policeman for taking 
them into custody instead of shwvot- 
ing them. 

Patrolman Kloeppel had been hid- 
ing in the store in agcordance’ with 
the recentiv adopted rolicv of the 
police to spend as much time as pos- 
sible in Kroger stores and gasoline 
filling stations, where numerous 
holdups have been reported. Capt. 
Hannegan, Deer Street District, in 
which the capture was made, or- 
dered a patrolman statiened at each 
of the 30 Kroger stores in his dis- 
trict during the early mornjng hours 
today, most of the Kroger robberies 
occurring during those hours, 

Manager Washing Windows. 

After arranging his ambush the 
patrolman instructed Roy 8. Aston 
of 3742 Finney avenue, the mdana- 
ger, to proceed with his regular du- 
ties. So the manager was washing 
the interior of the front windows, 
between visits of customers, when 
the two men entered and immediate- 
ly ordered him to “keep his mouth 
shut” and march to the rear. 

The robber who carried the re- 
volver said he was Richard J. Hur- 
ley, 27, of New. York City, a sea- 
man. The other man said he was 
Edward Richards, 27, of Denver, 
Colo. Both came to St. Louls last 
November. Hurley has been stup- 
ping at a hotel near Fifteenth and 
Market streets, where Richards 
would meet him each morning vpe- 
fore they started out to rob stores. 

The police policy of carefully 
watching Kroger stores resulted in 
the fatal shooting. on Feb. 19, of Jo- 
seph Herod, 17, of 1323 South Sev- 
enth street, while robbing a Kroger 
store at 2200 South TweN*h streer, 
by Patrolman Edward W. Ries of 
the Soulard Street District, who had 
secreted himself behind an icebox.
